Subiects to Trade within His ſeuerall Dominions, without 
being further charged with Cuſtomes, or other dueties, then they of 
that Kingdome wherein they trade, ought to pay. 


Ils Maieſtie affecting the generall Trade and Commerce of all 


Nations vnder His gouernement, of whom hee hath equall care and 
\| charge , and intending as His deareſt Father of happy memozy decea- 
ſed by ſeuerall Warrants and Letters Patents declared , That His 
Subiects of His ſeuerall Kingdomes might at equall charge trade the 
one in the others, Doth ſignifie and declare vnto all thoſe whom it 
doeth oꝛ chall concerne, That His Royall will and pleaſure is, and 
— doth expꝛeſly command, That no moze greater oz other Cuſtomes, 
Subſidies, Butlerage, Pziſage, Tonnage and Poundage, Impoſitions, Dueties, Paiments, 
o2 Summes of money. Fees foz Entries, 02 other Fees oz rewards whatſoener , ſhall at any 
time hereafter bee taken, retemed, exacted, required, challenged , oz demanded by any His 
Officers, oꝛ Subiects of England oz Ireland, of any Stottiſh man. oz Dcottiſh men, oꝛ any other 
perſon oꝛ perſons bozne within His Realme of Scotland, foz , oz in reſpect of their Countrey oz 
Nation, oꝛ fo2 that any of them bee not naturall bozne Subiects of His Realme of England, oz 
foz,0: in reſpett of any the Ships, Pinnates, Barkes, Boats oz Ueſlels of any ſuch Scottiſhman 
oꝛ Dcottiſhmen, comming, arriuing. oꝛ remaining within any Pozt oꝛ Poꝛts, Hauen oꝛ Hauens, 
oꝛ other Creeke oz plate, Creekes oꝛ plates, within His laid Realmes of England and Ireland, oz 
either ol them, oz the Dominions of them oz either of them, fozexerciſe of Trade of Merchan⸗ 
dtze , 02 fos, oꝛ in reſpect of any Goods, wares oz Merchandtzes, oz Commodities whatſoeuer, 
by any ſuch Scottiſhman oz Scottiſhmen impoꝛted oz bzought in, oꝛ expozted oꝛ taried out of 
the lame Kingdomes, oꝛ either of them, Then onely ſuch, and the ſame which are, and lawfully 
ought to bee taken, required and had of the naturall bozne Sublects of Eogland, and the na- 
turall boꝛne Subietts of Ireland, and their Ships ſeuerally and reſpectinely in the like tales, 
and foꝛ the like reſpects. 


And like wile it is His Mateſties further pleaſure; That no greater oꝛ other Cuſtomes, Sub- 
ſidtes, Butlerage, pꝛilage, tonnage, poundage,impoſts, tmpoſitions,duties, payments oꝛ ſums of 
money, fees fo2 entries, oꝛ other fees,02 rewards whatſoeuer ſhall at any time hereafter be taken, 
reteiued, exatted required, challenged, oꝛ demanded by any His Officers, oꝛ Dublects of Scotland, 
of any Engliſhman, oz Iriſhman, oꝛ any others boꝛne within England, oz Ireland, oz the Dominions 
thereof, foꝛ, oꝛ in reſpect of their perſons, countrey, oꝛ nation, oz foꝛ that any ofthem bee not na- 
turall boꝛne Subiects of His Realme of Scotland, fo2 exerciſe oz trade of Merchandize, oꝛ foꝛ, 02 
in reſpect of any goods, wares, 62 merchandizesimpozted, oꝛ bꝛought into Scotland, oz expozted, 
and taried out from thence, then ſuch and the ſame which are and lawfully onght to be taken, re- 
quired, and had of the naturall bozne Subiects of Scotland ſeuerally and reſpectinely tn the like 
caſes,and foz the like reſpects; Any foꝛmer Law, Cuſtome, Oꝛdinante, Uſage, Pꝛouiſion, oꝛ other 
matter, oꝛ thing whatloener, to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

Willing and ſtratghtly charging and commanding all His Maieſties Officers, Miniſters, and 
Subiects whatſoener , as well within England and Ireland, as within Hts Realme of Scotland, to 
whom it appertaineth, That they and enery of them, take full notice and vnderſtanding of this 
Nis MateſtiesRoyall pleaſure and commandement ; And to ſee the ſame dnely obſerued in all 
things, accoꝛding to the tenour and true meaning of the ſame, vpon paine of His Maieſties 
heauie indignation and diſpleaſure, and of ſuch puniſhment and Penaltt es, as by His Mateſties 
Lawes and Statutes, can 02 may bee tnflicted 02 impoſed vpon wilkull contemners of His Ma- 
teſties Commandement, and Pꝛerogatiue Royall, 

Neuertheleſle, His Mateſttes Royall intent and meaning is, And hee doth hereby ſignifie and 
declare , That all and euery His Subietts of any His ſaid Realmes and Dominions, ſhall bee 
ſubiect to ſuch Foꝛfeitures andPenalttes, in Caſe of detaining of Cuſtome, oz other vueties, and 
colouring Strangers goods, oꝛ otherWile in like manner, as His Subietts of any His ſaid 
Realmes andDomintons reſpectiuely,are by the Lawes and Statutes of any Hisſaid Realmes, 
oꝛ by His PateſtiesPzerogatiue royall ſhall be lyable vnto.
